The  first  Kay  in  this  country  which  we  have  found  was  Thomas 
Kay,  Sr.,  by  census  information  born  in  1310  in  England.  To  date 
he  has  not  bppn  found  on  a  passmqpr  list  and  we  do  not  know 
from  whprp  in  Fngland  "he  camp.  Hp  may  havp  bppn  naturalized  in 
Ppnnsy lvania ,  whprp  hp  first  livpd,  but  there  arp  no  records  of 
naturalization  for  him  in  either  vJpnnings  or  Jof f^rson  Countips, 
Indiana.  Hp  probably  arrivpd  in  Ppnnsylvania  shortly  aftpr  1330, 
and  apnarently  was  in  transit  to  Indiana  in  1840  as  vr  do  not 
find  him  in  cpnsus  rpcords  for  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  or  Indiana  at 
that  tiny5.  Even  if  we  knew  whpre  in  Pennsylvania  the  family 
lived  wp  might  not  bp  able  to  find  thp  name  of  his  first  wifp 
as  marriagps  in  that  state  were  not  reguired  to  bp  of  record 
until  after  1860.  Mrs.  Alston  says  he  came  with  his  only  bro¬ 
ther,  John,  but  I  believe  this  was  Thomas  Jr.  about  whom  she 
gppaks.  However,  there  may  have  been  another  Kay  of  the  same 
generation  as  Thomas,  Sr.  as  there  are  records  in  Jennings  and 
Jefferson  Counties,  In.  of  other  Kays  of  the  same  age  as  those 
in  Thomas  Kay  Sr.'s  family  whom  we  have  not  identified. 

Deed  Record  H:217  contains  the  first  land  transaction  to 
Thomas  Kay,  Sr.:

Tract  or  parcel  of  land  being  and  lying  in  the  said  County 
of  Jennings  and  which  is  known  on  the  United  States  survey 
as  the  north  half  of  the  S  r  gr.  of  Section  No.  24  in  To->rn 
5  N.  Range  8  E.  of  the  district  of  lands  sold  (at)  Jeffer¬ 
sonville  and  all  the  Estate  right  title  interest  claim  and 
and  demand  of  he  the  said  Media  A.  Phillips  of  in  and  to 
the  said  premises,  and  every  part  thereof.  Together  with 
all  and  singular  the  privileges  and  appurtenances  to  the 
same  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  and  the  rents 
issues  and  profits  thereof  to  have  and  to  hold  the  prem¬ 
ises  hereby  bargained  and  sold  or  meant  or  intended  so  to 
be  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  only  proper  use  and  behoof 
of  the  said  Thomas  Kay,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  And 
the  said  Media  A.  Phillips  his  heirs  E;cecutors  Administra¬ 
tors  do  covenant  promise  and  agree,  that  he  is  the  true 
and  Lawful  owner  of  the  premises  hereby  granted  and  has 
good  right  full  power  and  la\-/ful  authority  to  sell  and  con¬ 
vey  the  sme  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid.  And  further 
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that  he  the  said  Media  A.  Phillips  his  h^irs  rxpcutors 
or  administrators  Warrant  and  forever  defend  the  aforesaid 
premises  with  their  appurtenances  and  every  part  and  par¬ 
cel  thereof  unto  the  said  Thomas  Kay  his  heirs  and  assiqns 
against  all  persons  claiming  and  claim  by  from  or  under 
him  them  or  any  of  them  or  under  any  other  persons  whom¬ 
soever  .

A  photocopy  of  the  record  of  this  deed  is  enclosed  herewith. 
This  land  was  in  Bigger  Township,  Jennings  County,  In.  as  is 
shown  by  the  portion  of  a  map  of  Jennings  County  of  1884.  How¬ 
ever  the  1850  and  1860  census  shows  the  family  living  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  Township  of  Jennings  Co.  and  they  may  have  lived  in 
Paris  Crossing.  Thomas  Kay,  Sr.  also  owned  land  in  Jefferson 
County,  Indiana,  the  description  of  which  is  shown  in  a  Peti¬ 
tion  to  Sell  in  Thomas'  estate. 

By  his  first  wife,  whose  name  we  do  not  know,  he  had  three 
sons  and  a  daughter.  After  her  death  he  married  again  October 
15,  1848,  Nancy  Spear,  who  was  the  mother  of  three  sons.  Thomas 
Kay,  Sr.  made  his  will  May  8,  1861,  and  died  prior  to  June  4, 

1861,  on  which  date  his  will  was  probated.  His  will  is  of  ac¬ 
cord  in  Jennings  County,  Will  Book  1:471-474,  as  follows:

(Note  in  the  photocopy  of  the  will  enclosed  that  it  was 
copied  as  "Ray"  with  what  could  appear  to  be  Kay  in  the 
paragraph  of  proof  by  George  Graston  and  the  final  para¬ 
graph  of  the  Clerk.  Note  also  that  in  all  these  records 
there  is  practically  no  punctuation.) 

Thomas  Kay,  Jr.,  John  Edmund  Kay  and  Ellison  Kay  (called 
Harrison  in  the  1860  census  record)  were  sons  of  Thomas 
Sr.,  and  Nancy  (Spear)  Kay.  By  his  first  marriage  Thomas 
Kay,  Sr.  had  sons  James,  William  and  Henry,  born  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  a  daughter,  Manerva,  born  in  Indiana.  The 
four  older  children  apparently  had  died  prior  to  Thomas' 
death  in  1861  and  the  daughters  he  mentioned  in  his  Will , 
Elizabeth  Kay  and  Hannah  Greenwood,  probably  were  ’rives 
of  two  of  his  older  sons.  No  marriage  records  were  found 
for  Jennings  or  Jefferson  Counties,  or  in  any  of  the  other 
surroundina  counties  and  we  do  not  know  which  of  the  sons 
married . 

In  Probate  Order  Book  3:163  of  Jennings  Co.  there  appears 
a  petition  by  Jesse  H.  Cline,  administrator  with  the  will  annex¬ 
ed  of  the  Estate  of  Thomas  Kay  for  sale  of  land  of  Thomas  Kay. 
This  was  heard  November  10,  1863  and  Hannah  Greenwood, 

Elizabeth  Kay,  'Thomas  Kay,  John  Edmund  Kay  and  Elison  Kay  were 
named  as  heirs  of  Thomas  Kay,  Sr.,  the  latter  three  minors.  A 
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photocopy  of  this  record  is  attached,  but  it  is  obviously  incom¬ 
plete.  Jpsspp  H.  Cline  may  have  bmn  a  close  friend,  neighbor, 
or  an  attorney  who  'ras  appointed  administrator  by  the  Court 
since  Thomas  did  not  name  an  Executor  in  his  Will. 

There  was  a  later  recorded  Partition  Suit  of  record  in 
Probate  Order  Book  3:316-317,  as  follows:

Thorp  wptp  spvpral  entries  in  the  order  books  of  claims 
and  receipts  for  payrrent  of  claims,  but  exactly  what  portion 
of  the  land  was  over  given  to  Nancy  (Spear)  Kay  could  not  bo 
found.  Evpn  in  the  Final  Account,  made  in  November,  1865, 
there  were  no  entries  of  payments  made  to  any  Kays.  Obvious¬ 
ly,  there  should  have  been  an  entry  showing  the  payments  of 
$5.00  to  each  of  the  "daughters"  of  Thomas  Kay,  and,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  will  one-third  of  the  personal  property  should  have 
gone  to  Nancy  with  the  balance  to  the  sons. 

At  least  one  portion  of  the  land  in  Jennings  Co.  */as  set 
off  to  Thomas  Jr.,  John  and  Flison.  Deed  Record  25:150  shows:

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While  the  deed  for  the  Jennings  County  land  was  dated 
October  18,  1883,  it  was  not  recorded  until  March  31,  1884 
which  would  be  why  the  land  appeared  on  the  Atlas  of  Jennings 
Co.,  In.  of  1884  in  the  name  of  the  Heirs  of  Thos.  Kay.  The 
land  could  not  have  been  sold  much  before  that  time  as  Elison, 
the  youngest  heir,  would  not  have  been  21  until  1880.  John 
would  have  been  of  age  in  1874,  so  it  must  be  concluded  that 
Elison  Kay  died  shortly  before  his  21st  birthday  and  at  that 
time,  or  shortly  thereafter,  Thomas  Jr.  and  John  sold  the  land. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  find  the  family  of  Nancy  (Spear) 

Kay,  but  to  date  only  marriage  records  of  persons  who  were  con¬ 
temporary  with  Nancy  and  possible  brothers  and  sister  are  avail¬ 
able.  In  1820  there  was  a  Daniel  Spear  in  Jefferson  Co.,  and 
Andrew  Spear  was  resident  in  Clarke  Co.  Abstracts  of  newspapers 
of  Jefferson  Co.,  In.  state  that  Mary  J.  Spear  who  married  Al¬ 
fred  Hynes  in  1855  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Andrew  Spear,  but 
this  is  no  proof  of  Nancy's  parents.  We  do  know,  from  the 
1880  census,  that  Nancy's  father  was  born  in  Virginia  and  her 
mother  was  born  in  New  Jersey. 

No  cemetery  records  could  be  found  in  Jennings  or  Jeffer¬ 
son  Co.  for  Thomas  Sr.,  his  first  wife,  for  Nancy,  nor  any  of 
the  older  family,  nor  for  Elison  or  John  Kay.  It  is  possible 
the  older  boys  returned  to  Ohio  or  Pa.  and  were  married  there, 
which  may  account  for  a  part  of  this  vacuum  of  information. 
However,  Clifford  Miller  has  mentioned  a  cemetery  in  Deputy, 

In.,  which  should  be  checked  out. 

One  of  the  two  "daughters"  mentioned  in  Thomas  Kay,  Sr.'s 
will  apparently  married  a  Johnson,  but  the  record  was  not  in 
Jennings  Co.  In  1880  Nancy  (Spear)  Kay  had  in  her  household 
a  granddaughter,  Cary  A.  Johnson,  age  11,  born  in  Indiana, 
who  must  have  been  a  daughter  of  either  Elizabeth  Kay  or 
Hannah  Greenwood. 

There  are  few  records  of  John  Edmund  Kay,  the  only  other 
of  the  two  surviving  children  of  Thomas  Kay,  Sr.  John  married 
25  August  1878,  Nancy  Darthula  James  and  he  and  Nancy  Darthula 
signed  the  deed  of  1883.  The  marriage  record  for  their  daugh¬ 
ter  Edna,  on  December  24,  1907  to  George  E.  White  was  found 
in  Jennings  Co.,  In.  Edna  lived  at  North  Vernon  at  that  time. 

In  1880  John  and  his  v/ife  and  one  daughter,  Bessie  D.,  born 
in  July  1879,  were  living  with  his  mother.  This  would  be 
Daune  Kay  who,  in  1900,  lived  in  Lovett  Township,  Jennings  Co. 
In.  in  the  home  of  William  McGuire.  In  that  census  Daune  was 
called  the  daughter  of  William  McGuire  which  suggests  John  had 
died  and  his  widow,  Nancy  Darthula,  had  married  McGuire.  Also 
in  the  1900  census  of  Jennings  Co.  there  was  Burney  Kay,  born 
in  September  1881  in  Indiana.  It  seems  reasonable  to  conclude 
Burney  was  also  a  child  of  John  Edmund  and  Nancy  D.  (James) 

Kay . 
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Thomas  Kay,  Jr.,  son  of  Thomas,  Sr.  and  Nancy  (Spear) 

Kay,  was  born  in  Jennings  Co.,  In.  October  27,  1849,  and  died 
there  October  14,  1915.  He  married  in  Jennings  Co.,  In.  De¬ 
cember  24,  1075,  Lucy  A.  Sawyer,  born  July  20,  1855,  probably 
in  Jennings  Co.,  the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Ruth  G.  Sawyer. 
Lucy  had  two  brothers,  Samuel  G.  and  Lucius  B. ,  and  a  sister, 
Leacy  W.  Sawyer.  In  Jennings  Co.  Probate  Order  Booh  B: 170/9 
there  was  recorded  September  18,  1833,  the  will  of  Moses  Saw¬ 
yer.  While  William  H.  Sawyer  was  not  named  in  that  will  since 
Moses  named  only  his  wife,  Lucy,  and  sons,  John  and  Nathan,  and 
"the  children",  it  seems  probable  that  Lucy  was  a  granddaughter 
of  Moses  and  Lucy  Sawyer. 

Thomas  and  Lucy  were  living  in  1880  in  the  town  of  LeMaster, 
in  Lancaster  Township,  Jefferson  Co.,  In.,  but  they  returned  to 
Paris  Crossing,  which  seems  to  have  been  the  family  home  of  the 
Kays.  They  had  three  sons  and  three  daughters:  Walter,  Fred, 
Laura,  Everett,  Nellie  and  Clara.  Of  these  children  only  Clara, 
now  over  90  years  of  age,  is  living. 

Shortly  after  Lucy  died  on  February  20,  1894,  Thomas  Jr. 
took  his  children  to  live  in  Fitzgerald,  Ga.  Later  on  the 
boys  returned  to  Indiana. 

While  Clifford  Miller  insists  his  typewriter  doesn't  spell 
too  well,  he  has  written  most  interestingly  of  Thomas  Key,  Jr.

In  Newtown  they  used 
to  have  a  large  building  where  the  basket  ball  games  were  held.  They  used  a  large 

wood  stove  for  heat.  On  this  one  night  the  heat  got  away  from^them  just  before  the 
game  and  burned  down  to  the  ground.  However,  Jack  never  lot  i\  be  saidfcthat  he 
did  anything  half  way,  so  before  going  over  to  the  gym,  he  got  Hester's  bottle  of 
perfume  out  and  poured  about  o one-half  of  the  bottle  on  hiscoat^  and  when  he 
walked  into  the  gym  and  stood  up  near  the  stove,  nearly  everyone  had  to  leave  because 
the  perfume  aroma  went  all  over  theplace  like  askunk's  scant,  d  Hester0  just  cried 
and  cried  about  it.

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Efforts  were  made  to  discover  the  parents  of  James  Harvey 
Wilson,  but  neither  wills  nor  cens\is  records  were  helpful.  He 
was  born  in  Graham  Township,  Jennings  Co.,  In.  February  11, 
1832,  and  was  married  to  Helena  J.  Smyth  November  24,  1853. 
Helena  predeceased  James  February  12,  1875  and  there  are  also 
no  records  of  her  parents  and  only  the  indication  in  census 
records  that  she  was  born  in  Indiana. 

On  June  21,  1876  he  married,  second.  Hilly  J.  Fish  who 
is  listed  by  records  of  her  previous  marriage  to  Henry  C.  Fish 
as  Milia  J.  Hudson.  Milly  also  predeceased  James  and  in  her 
will  probated  May  27,  1902  named  a  son,  S.M.  Fish  and  a  grand¬ 
son  B.  C.  Fish.  Milly  and  James  had  no  children. 

James  Harvey  and  Helena  J.  (Smyth)  Wilson  had  four  chil¬ 
dren  but  names  of  three  are  all  that  are  known  to  us.  Helena 
was  buried  in  the  cemetery  known  as  Paris  or  Cave-Diron  near 
Paris,  In.,  and  there  was  also  buried  in  that  cemetery  their 
child,  John  Henry,  who  died  aged  7  years  1  month  and  27  days 
on  March  6,  1863.  Possibly  Nettie  Wilson,  buried  in  the  Paris 
Cemetery  may  have  been  a  sister  of  James  H.  Wilson. 

In  his  will  probated  March  31,  1905  James  H.  Wilson  named 
in  addition  to  his  stepson  and  step  grandson,  E.  S.  Wilson 
(Edgar  Smith  Wilson)  and  Elizabeth  Deputy,  his  son  and  daugh¬ 
ter.  It  is  not  known,  but  probably  Elizabeth  was  the  wife  of 
William  T.  Deputy  who  witnessed  the  will  of  James  H.  Wilson. 

James  H.  Wilson  and  his  second  wife  were  buried  in  Coffee 
Creek  Christian  Church  Cemetery,  which  lies  west  and  north  of 
Paris  Crossing.  This  is  also  the  resting  place  of  Thomas  Jr. 
and  Lucy  A.  (Sawyer )  Kay.  James  died  March  9,  1905,  at  73 
years  and  29  days. 

Edgar  Smith  Wilson,  son  of  James  H.  Wilson  and  his  first 
wife,  Helena  Smyth,  was  born  in  Paris,  In.  June  21,  1854  and 
died  May  8,  1916  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Fred  Kay, 
at  Newtown,  In.  He  was  first  married  November  8,  1873  to 
Hester  Perry,  born  in  Indiana  in  1854.  They  had  four  daugh¬ 
ters,  Cecilia,  Blanch,  Pearl  and  a  daughter  who  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  By  his  second  wife,  Amy  Hudson,  to  whom  he  was  marri¬ 
ed  December  26,  1893  he  again  had  four  daughters,  Marie,  Mar¬ 
guerite,  Edith  and  Lillian.  Possibly  the  child  Millie,  born  in 
1895  and  died  in  1899  may  have  been  Marie,  said  in  the  obitu¬ 
ary  of  E.S.  Wilson  to  have  died  in  infancy.

The  Smith  family  history  was  done  by  Ruby  (Smith)  Miller, 
but  we  have  made  some  additions.  Mrs.  Ma r "k  Smith  of  .tellott, 

In.,  also  has  contributed  to  the  history. 

Puby  and  Mrs.  Mark  Smith  had  the  information  that  James 

Smith,  son  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  (__ _ )  Smith,  was  born  in 

England  and,  after  he  came  to  the  United  States,  he  made  sev¬ 
eral  trips  back  to  England  to  get  a  small  inheritance.  Stella 
Trimmer  called  me  from  Denver  on  May  16,  197r  and  she  said  James 
Smith  was  not  born  in  England  but  near  McKendrie,  in  Vermilion 
County,  II,  and  his  brothers  and  sister  lived  there  too.  If 
the  1850  census  of  Vermilion  County,  II.  is  correct,  Joseph

the  wife.  An  amazing  number  of  people  do  not  know  their  parents' 
ages  nor  where  they  were  born.  In  this  instance  I  think  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  record  may  have  been  given  by 
Jesse  or  one  of  the  other  children  who  assumed  their  parents 
were  born  in  Tennessee,  probably  having  heard  a  lot  about  the 
years  in  that  state.  Names  of  two  of  the  children  are  ques¬ 
tioned  because  the  census  was  blurred  and  almost  illegible.  We 
are  fairly  certain  about  Elizabeth  but  Roger  is  questioned. 

Stella  also  said  James  Smith  farmed  80  acres  and  his  sis¬ 
ter  lived  with  him.  Stella  v/as  in  college  when  James  \/ent  back 
to  England,  and  that  is  the  only  time  she  knows  of  his  return¬ 
ing  to  that  country.  He  went  with  Tom  Smith.  Included  herein 
is  a  copy  of  a  letter  James  Smith  wrote  to  Stella  on  this  trip. 

All  the  children  of  James  Smith  were  by  his  first  wife, 

Mary  Ann  Cook.  His  second  wife  had  two  sons,  James  and  Mark 
Lewis,  and  James  Lewis  was  weigh  master  at  the  Chicago  Stock 
Yards  and  gave  market  reports  over  WLS  at  noon  for  several 
years . 

Mrs.  Mark  Smith  said  the  son  Jesse,  who  died  young,  was 
killed  in  a  farm  accident.  Stella  added  that  he  was  working 
in  the  fields  and  a  harrow  ran  over  and  killed  him.  Stella 
also  told  me  that  the  Cook  family  lived  around  Fairmount,  II. 

Ruby  also  had  an  account  of  the  Cook  family  written  in 
1915  by  Joseph  Franklin  Crosby,  a  grandson  of  the  first  known 
John  Cook.  He  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  family,  even  to

the  ages  at  death  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Black)  Dock  but  did  net 
givQ  dates  of  death.  'There  also  were  no  dates  for  the  children 
but  Ruby  had  dates  for  James  Cook,  her  research  docs  not  say  but 
I  think  from  inscriptions  in  McKendrie  Cemetery.  The  history 
by  Joseph  F.  Crosby  was  copied  and  sent  to  Ruby  by  a  cousin, 
Daisy  (Cook)  Nesbitt.  A  copy  of  this,  of  Ruby's  family  notes 
and  her  notes  from  the  Cook  and  Smith  family  Bibles  is  included 
herein .

MARY  J.  MURRAY  ALDER SON 


November  12,  1911 

Mary  J.,  daughter  of  James  and  Amanda  Murray,  was  born  near 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  March  20,  1850.  Being  left  an  orphan  at 
the  age  of  four  years,  she  made  her  home  with  her  uncle,  and  grew 
to  womanhood  near  that  city.  At  the  close  of  the  war  she  moved 
to  the  vicinity  of  Perrysvil.le ,  Indiana,  and  on  June  18,  1866,  she 
was  united  in  marriage  to  William  A.  Alderson,  a  soldier  of  the 
Civil  Mar.  They  resided  in  the  vicinity  of  lorrysville;  about  thir
